"Experiments and Observations on 


Some Diseases of Plants" is the title 
of a" bulletin issued, by the station at 
Geneva. Most of the results obtained 
in the experiments are negative, but 
they are none the less valuable, as they 
show that certain popular beliefs are 
•without foundation. Ploughing under 
green rye, by some thought to be a 
preventive of potato scab, was found 
to be useless if, indeed, it did not in- 
crease the amount of scab and de- 
crease the yield. Potato stem blight 
was not communicated to the growing 
crop when diseased tubers were plant- 
ed, thus confirming the opinion that 
the affection is physiological in char- 
acter, and not due to fungi or bacteria. 
Salt solution, either as a spray or ap- 
plied directly to the soil in which car- 
nations were growing, proved utterly 
powerless to prevent or cure carnation 
rust and, in strong solutions at least, 
was injurious to the plants instead of 
promoting their growth, as many car- 
nationista believe it will do. 


The positive results announced in 


the bulletin are in connection with 
cucumber culture, and relate to the ex- 
ceedingly beneficial results obtained by 
spraying the vines with Bordeaux mix- 
ture. Last season was a most unfavor- 
able one for cucumbers, as all the ene- 
mies seemed to combine for the de- 
struction of the crop, yet by thorough 
spraying good yields of both early 
salad cucumbers and late "pickles" 
were secured on the station experi- 
mental plats on Long Island. With 
early cucumbers spraying increased the 
yield at the rate of 30,450 fruits, or 
12,405 pounds per acre, a gain of 75 
per cent in number of fruits, or almost 
100 per cent in weight. 


To show what results might be ex- 


pected if entire fields were sprayed, 
an exact acre in a meadow was 
ploughed up and planted to late cucum- 
bers, and the entire plat spiayed thor- 
oughly eight times between July 22 
and September 20. The acre yielded 
57,110 
large 
"pickles" 
and 
44,850 


"gherkins," a tota* of 101,960 fruits, 
which sold for $126 25. As the aver- 
age yield of cucumbers on Long Is- 
land during 1896 was less than 20,000 
fruits, and decidedly less during 1897, 
the great benefit from spraying can be 
easily seen. 
This thorough spraying 


of an entire field wholly prevented both 
downy mildew and authracnose. 


From the experiments of the season 


it seems certain that spraying of cu- 
cumbers for prevention of these dis- 
eases need not be begun before July 15.

ROT OF CABBAGE. 


It U s Bftctortal Dlftenso and Appear* o» 


tb* JBdge* *r th« I*»YM. 


This disease has made p«rloti» th- 


reads in different cabbage communi- 
ties and is not well understood. Ac- 
cording to Prof. H. L. Russell of the 
Wisconsin experiment station, it is a 
bacterial disease and begins to make 
its appearance on the edges of the 
leavej. Often the lower outer leaves 
are the first to succumb but quite fre- 
quently nearly all the leaves are af- 
fected about the same time. It works 
along the veins, finally reaching the 
raaiu stem, where -when once estab; 
lisbed it soon spreads throughout the 
whole plant. 
A. great deal of loss is 


frequently caused when the cabbages 
are in store for the winter, although 
there were apparently no symptoms of 
rot at harvest time. All heads should 
be closely inspected and if the slightest 
Jjlack spot is found, the affected head 
should be thrown out. Such rejected 
heads are suitable for immediate con- 
sumption. In 1896 the loss from rot 
in Kenosha and Racine counties is es- 
timated at 50 to 60 thousand dollars. 


Being a bacterial disease, it is diffi- 


cult to treat successfully. Rotation of 
crops is helpful in ridding the ground 
of the 
specific organism. The re- 


moval of all old stumps and leaves as- 
sists in decreasing the disease. Care 
should be taken not to plant cabbage 
on low ground where the soil moisture 
will produce too luxuriant a growth. 
The trouble may be checked in the 
early stages by going through and re- 
moving all affected leaves, which are 
taken from the field. Do this regu- 
larly. The feasibility of this plan was 
demonstrated in 1897 experimentally 
and under commercial conditions. By 
looking at tho cross section of a leaf 
the veins and midrib will appear as 
black spots if It is diseased. In addi- 
tion to cabbage, the following crops 
are affected by it: Cauliflower, kohl 
rabi, kale, brussels sprouts, broccoli 
and collards, and to a lesser degree 
turnips, rutabagas and winter radishes.

Humus is a product of decomposi- 


tion. It is the organic matter (animal 
or vegetable) of the soil in process of 
decay. It is the great equalizer and 
harmonizer. 
It increases the water- 


holding power of sandy or porous soils 
by occupying the spaces between the 
soil particles. 
It separates the fine 


particles in silt and clay soils that tend 
to arrange themselves too closely 
(separate grain structure), giving a 
spongelike character to the soil, so 
that water moves through it with more 
freedom. It equalizes the temperatures 
of the soil, making it warmer in the 
winter and early spring and cooler in 
the summer. A soil deficient in humus 
has a higher summer temperature, 
holds less water, and vields it to the 
air much more rapidly than a soil rich 
in humus. The farms of Nebraska and 
Kansas that have been robbed of 
humus longest by continual cropping 
without returning any organic matter 
to the soil are beginning to show un- 
mistakable sings of fatigue. Crops suc- 
cumb more readily when the periods 
between showers are prolonged. 


The soil must be better fed and made 


more drouth resistant and l^ss liable to 
blow by 
applying stable manure, 


ploughing under green crops and grow- 
ing crops in rotation in w^iich clover, 
the great soil renovator, should have a 
prominent place. 


It is only necessary to caJl attention 


to the greater resistance to adverse 
conditions in soils under cultivation 
less than ten years than !n those of 
same formation that have been cropped 
continuously for twenty-five or more 
"years, to appreciate the great value of 
humus to the soil. 


Humus promotes a higher moisture 


content, a better movement of the 
water in the soil, a lower temperature 
in midsummer days, a bettor air circu- 
lation, promotes also that harmony be- 
tween the three soil workmen, water, 
heat and air, which it is so important 
to secure that all things may work to- 
gether for a plenteous harvest. 


NOVEL KAT TKAT. 


The bait is hung from an upper 


crossbar, just high enough to induce 
the rat (or other animal to be cap- 
tured) to rise on its hind legs. In do- 
ing so it will naturally rest its forefeet 
on the lower crossarm, which is an

In connection with this sort of trap 


an additional box, or "container," may 
be employed to hold the surplus live 
stock accumulated in a given period. A 
narrow passageway leads from the one 
to the other. This, like the trap and 
"container,"*%hould be made of metal, 
or carefully guarded at all points, so 
that no hold may be afforded for the 
sharp teeth of the prisoners. 


SOME CLEVEfl CHILDREN. 


What Dickens Could Do When He 


Was Nine Years Old. 


It has oeen contented that preco- 


cious cleverness fore&hndows a career 
the reverse of brilliant. But this is 
not always the case, for, while it is 
undoubtedly true that most men and 
women do their bebt work at about the 
period of middle age, there are plenty 
of instances of persons who have risen 
to positions of eminence -n ho displayed 
signs of genius at a very early age. 


At The age of 0, Dickens used to de- 


li^ht his companions by telling them 
stories, while Scott composed a num- 
ber of interesting iales ^hen he was 
only 12. Charles Bronte, too, wi'ote 
numerous stories, poems and plays 
when he was 14, at»d at the age of 8 
Macaulay compiled a, univer&al history. 


Writers in other kvnds have not infre- 


quently given similar evidence of pre- 
cocious cleverness. The great Scan- 
dinavian poet, Adam Wehleiischlager, 
when quite a child, evinced unusual 
skill in writing verpes, and in his ninth 
year produced sevcml short comedies 
Cor private theatricals. John Payne, 
an American at*tor and dramatist, 
was another prodSjry from childhood. 
He wrote for the Press and was editor 
»f the Thespian Minor when only 13. 


The musical world has brought forth 
tmny infant prodigies. Before lie was 
eight years of age Mendlesbolm excited 
the wonder of his t.-achers by his in- 
credible facility m playing music lit 
•ocht, Jind when l 
lf> was only 11 he 


wrote his first cantata. Mozart played 
in public when he v.-as 5, and 
Bee- 


thoven sit 7 attrae<C'l attention by his 
phenomenal performances. 


The distinguished German musical 


romposer, 
Robert 
Schumann,

showed at a very early age remarkable 
talent for placing and eoniposinjr. Al- 
though at the outset of his studies he 
lost the use of his right hand, he 
worked steadily on, struggling against 
Fill obstacles, and achieving success by 
s Indomitable energy and genius. 
Anionsj artists, Ilaphael worked in 


the studio at 12, at which age Titian 
painted a Madonna. 
Lauclseer, the 
ereat animal painter, exhibited his pic- 
tures at 13, but he had previously given 
parly indications of his genius by 
ill-awing animals well before he was 5 
vears of age.

youthful precocity it is recorded of a

Scblozer that she had the degree of 
rioetor In philosophy conferred upon^ 
her when she was oaly 17 years of age. 
Before she ^as three years old she 
was tungM Herman, and three years 
later she bad learned French.

languages followed in rapid succession 
and before she was 14 she had become 
an excellent elassicil scholar. In addi- 
tion, she made herself acquainted with 
e^ery branch of polite literature, as 
well as many of the sciences. 


Another prodigy \vas Thomas Mai- 


kin, who learned to read, and write 
with a rapidity that enabled him at 
the age of 3 to compose letters. A year 
later he had acquired remarkable pro- 
ficiency in Latin, and in his seventh 
year he wrote fables, while some at- 
tempts lie made at poetical composi- 
tion were very creditable. 
But his 


most celebrated achievement was the 
conception of an imaginary country 
called "Milestone," in which, in a series 
of letters, he gave a vivid and mtclli- 
cent description.

At the first appearance of the de- 


structive currant worm, prompt action 
is necessary if complete relief be de- 
sired, as the voracious appetite of this 
pest is wonderful, and the plants are 
rapidly denuded of their leaves. Prob- 
ably the best remedy is white helle- 
bore, which may be used without fear 
of injury in its contact witb the fruit 
It may be applied diluted in water and 
syringed on the leaves, or the plants 
may first be syringed with water and 
the powder dusted over thorn, or the 
latter following a rain. For a small 
number of plants the powder dusted 
will perhaps be found the best, as it 
seems to attach, itself morw lastingly 
to the leaves. A second application, 
about ten days after the first, will 
usually be found necessary. 
In the 


course of an hour after the applications 
have been made, the- ground will be 
found covered -with the dead or dying 
worms, ind the bushes entirely aban- 
doned.

Country House Decoration. 


A good and at the same time Inex- 


pensive mode of treating woodwork in 
a country house is in transparent 
wood stains, which can be had in any 
color.

Chopped Meat Preservative. 


If dropped meat be left to Itself or 
lillec It will turn, dark and grey, los» 


ine its freshness. The change is due to 
the action of bacteria, which find their 
way into the meat from the air in tho 
process of chopping. The depreciation 
of chopped meat is a source of consid- 
erable annoyance and loss to butchers, 
to whom It Is Important that the meat 
exhibited on their counters should look 
fresh and Inviting.

Finding that this had no 
effect upon the mob, the gendarmes 
made a charge wth fixed bayonets and 
drove the rioters back.

Minister of War, has 
also had a long audience with the 
King. 


M. Beernaert, who was recalled from 


The Hague by King Leopold in conse- 
quence of the disordered state of af- 
fairs here, was closeted with his Ma- 
jesty for several hours. 


The Cabinet was also tmmmoned in 


council, the King presiding over the 
meeting. The Government is alarmed 
at the revolutionary tendency of the 
great mass meetings held at Liege, 
Ghent and Brussels. The

leaders openly threaten to overthrow 
the Government. When it was an- 
nounced in the Chamber that the Gov- 
ernment would persist iu pushing the 
suffrage bill the opposition speakers 
shouted: "Then the Premier will be re- 
sponisble for the corpses that fall 
henceforward!" 


Great crowds are assembled outside 


the chamber. The force of gendarmes 
has been greatly increased and the 
populace has assumed a militant at- 
titude.

and Adjutant General Corbin is an ob- 
ject of interest to those anxious for 
employment in the military service, 
Hundreds of ex-officers seem to have 
been lying in wait in Washington, and 
they had sprung suddenly into activity 
of demand for preferment that prom- 
ises to make Corbin's existence a bur-' 
den for some time. The experience of 
the war is as nothing to the outslaught 
which the Adjutant General is en- 
countering. 


To all the anxious inquirers General 


Corbin answered that he could make 
no promises. The appointments were 
in the hands of the appointing power. 
That power had decided that there, 
would be no new major generals and 
only one brigadier general. Th^ ap- 
plications on file for regimental offi- 
cers will give the President a wealth 
of material to select from. It is the 
intention to put regular officers of the 
grade of captain or major in, command 
of the new provisional regiments as 
colonel, like in the iuimunes. with 
other regular officers to act as instruc- 
tors. 


Preference will be given to ex-6fft- 


cets of volunteers who have served in 
the Philippines, and General Otis's 
recommendations \\ill be equal to a 
cornuiibsion. From the number who 
June served in Cuba and Porto Rico, 
as well as in the home camps, there 
will be chosen those with the l)est 
records. General forbin says lhat the 
majority of applicants lor commis- 
sions arc young men who have ac- 
quired a taste for soldiering. 


The pressure indicates the military 
spirit \\hich prevails among 'Ameri- 
cans. The ex-officers applying seem 
to have been spoiled for civil pursuits 
by their brief experience in the recent 
war. They explain that they would 
rather sutler the heat and drenching 
of the Philippines than return to the 
desk or occupation which once gave 
them a comfortable living. 


When asked how soon instructions 


would be issued to recruiting officers 
to accept piw isional volunteers, Gen- 
eral Corbin said, "In a day or two." 
There will b<^ no doubt about sufficient 
numbers volunteering. The Govern- 
ment already is assured of that. 


"The physical requirements." Gen- 


eral Corbin said, "will be tlie same 
for the provisional volunteers tha4 
they have been for the regulars. Only 
unmarried men will be taken. We 
have enlisted 4«-j,000 men in the regular 
army since the protocal was signed,

STANLEY'S NEW ANECDOTES 


Among the examples and records of 


British tyranny during the terrible 
year of 1798 there is none more extraor- 
dinary, according to a writer in an 
English magazine, than that of LIe»t. 
Edward Hepenstall. known by the 
nickname of "The Walking Gallows," 
for such he 
certainly was, literally 


and practically. 


This notorious Individual, who had 


been brought up as an apothecary in 
Dublin, obtained a commission in the 
"Wleklow militia, in which he attained 
the rank of lieutenant in 17§5. He was 
a man of splendid physique, about six 
feet two inches in height and strong 
and broad in proportion. Referring to 
this handsome but brutal giant, Sir 
John Barrlngton, in his "Memoris," 
states: 


"1 know him well, and from his coun- 


tenance should never have suspected 
him of cruelty, but so cold-blooded and 
eccentric an executioner of the human 
race never yet existed." 


"At the outbreak of the sanguinary 


rebellion, when the common law was 
suspended and the stern martial variety 
flourished in' its stead, Lieut. Hepen- 
stall hit upon the expedient of hang- 
ing on his own 'back persons whose 
physiognomies he considered character- 
istic of seditious tenets. At the pres- 
ent day the story seems most incredi- 
ble, but it is a notorious fact, revealed 
by the journalism of the period, that 
when rebels either suspected or caught 
red-handed, were brought him, Hepen- 
stall would order the cord of a drum 
Ito be taken oft, and then rigging up a 
running noose, would pioceed to hang 
each In turn across his athletic shoul- 
ders until the victim had been slowly 
strangled 
ito death, after which 
he 


would throw down his load and take up 
another. 


The "Walking Gallows" was clearly 


both a new and simple plan and a 
mode of execution not nearly so te- 
dious or painful as a Tyburn or Old 
Bailey hanging. It answered his ma- 
jesty's service as well as two posts and 
a crowbar. When a rope was not at 
hand, Hepenstall's own silk cravat, be- 
ing softer than an ordinary halter, be- 
came a merciful substitute. 


In pursuance of those 'benevolent in- 


tentions, the lieutenant would frequent- 
ly administer an anesthetic to 
>his 


trembling victim—in other words, ho 
would first knock him silly with >a, 
blow. His garters then did the duty 
as handcuffs, and the cravat would be 
slipped over the condemned 
man's 


neck. 
Whenever hp had an unusually pow- 


erful victim to do with Hcpenstall took 
a pride in showing his own strength. 
With a dexterous lunge of 'his body the 
lieutenant used to draw up the poor 
devil's head <as high as his own, and 
then, when both were cheek to cheek 
by jowl, begin to trot about with his 
burden like a jolting cart horse, until 
the rebel had no further 
solicitude 


about sublunary affairs. It was after 
one of these trotting executions, which 
had takon place in the barrack yard 
adjoining Stephen's Grocn, that Hepcn- 
stall acquired the surname of 
"the 


Walking Gallows,." 
H<> WHS invested 


with it by the gallery of Crow Street 
theater, Dublin. 


At the trial of a rebel in that city 


tho lieutenant, undergoing cross-exam- 
ination, admitted all the forementioned 
details of his method of hanging, and 
Lord 
Norbury, the presiding judge, 


warmly complimented him on his loy- 
alty and assured him that he had been 
guilty of no act which was not natural 
to a zealous, loyal and efficient officer. 


Lieut. Hepenstall. however, did not 


long survive his hideous practice. He 
died in 1804. Owing to 'the odium In 
which he was universally held, the au- 
thorities 
arranged that his funeral 


should take place secretly, while a Dub- 
lin wit suggested that his tombstone 
would be suitably inscribed by the fol- 
lowing epltath: 


Here lie the hones of Hepenstall, 
Judge, jury, gallows, rope and all. 
—Baltimore Sun. 


ABOUT FLOEID A MOSS 


He Illustrates tit* Ignorance About 


Africa 21 Years Ago. 


It is twenty-one years since Henry M 


Stanley's celebrated book "Through 
the Dark Continent" was printed. It 
told th« thrilling story of his journey 
'through Africa, In which he made hie 
boat survey of Victoria Nyanza and fol- 
lowed the Congo from its upper waters 
to the sea. A new edition of the book 
is about to appear 
and Stanley has 


written a long preface for It, in which 
he tells of the remarkable changes that 
have taken place in the regions de- 
scribed in the book. He has sent the 
preface to the geographer, Wauters, of 
Brussels, and the first Installment of it 
has appeared in Le Mouvement Geo- 
graphlque In advance of the appear- 
ance of the book. A few extracts from 
this part of the preface are reproduced 
here. Obviously, Mr. Stanley's exact 
language cannot >be given, as the ex- 
tracts are translated from the French. 


"As a striking instance of the general 


indifference in Great Britain to all I 
had written about Africa In the year 
1878 (when this book appeared) I re- 
member an 
interview between two 


members of the council of the Royal 
Geographical Society and myself. The 
gentlemen were calling on me, and one 
of them, observing my manuscript map 
of the Congo hanging on the wall and 
the annotation I bad made along the 
river's course, turned to me with the 
remark: 


"How 
long do you think It will be 


before a white man sees Stanley Falls 
again?" 
" 'Perhaps two or three years,' I re- 


plied. 
" 'Two or three years!' he exclaimed. 


'Why, I expected to hear you say fifty 
years at least.' 
'"Fifty years!' said I. 'I am ready 


to wager that within twenty ,years 
there will be no part of the continent 
100 miles square that will not have 
been explored.' 
" 'I accept the wager, and will make 


the sum $50, if agreeable to you,' said 
my caller, 


"The bet was made, the twenty years 


have at last expired, and, though I do 
not pretend to say that I have won the 
bet, I do assert that my prediction has 
been almost completely confirmed by 
the facts. 


"The same year Sir Rutherford Al- 


cock, president of the Royal Geograph- 
ical society, remarked in his annual 
address that I had expressed the opin- 
ion to him that if sufficient money were 
expended Africa could iiol only be ex- 
plored but also pacified and civilized. 
I did not think there was anything sur- 
piibing in the statement, but Sir Ruth- 
erford must have thought it worthy of 
reproduction or he would not have 
mentioned it. 
I speak of the matter 


only to show the prevailing ignorance 
in all circles at that time of matters 
relating to Africa. 


"Seven years later I was introduced 


by a cancn of Westminster to a well 
known bishop, and as I was talking 
to him about the Congo he smilingly 
remarked: 
" 'This is all very interesting, but, to 


tell the truth, I do not know that I 
should be able to find the Congo on 
the map.' 


"You 
may imagine my surprise. All 


the newspapers of the country had 
been printing every day for a year 
news of one sort or another about the 
Boilin conference and its results, and 
I certainly supposed that a prince of 
the church would know something 
about H. But his indifference to the 
large events that weie passing in Afri- 
ca was so great that he did not even

it means to have the Florida, moss kill- 
ed by a fneeze, must think that this 
somber gray drapery of the Southern 
forcsj.8 gives one hundred bales a 
week of "moss hair" to the Northern 
upholsterers from th« little village of 
Micanopy, Fla., alone, and other fac- 
tories In the State yield many times as 
much, and this is only about one-half 
of the weight of the moss when taken 
from the trees. The other half is the j 
useless envelope to the inner and valu- 
able hair. There is a mistaken idea as 
to bow the outer portion of the moss 
is removed. It is generally supposed 
that the covering Is removed by chem- 
icals or fty passing through some In- 
genious stripping machine. The latter 
would be too expensive and the former 
ppen to the danger of injuring ,the nat- 
ural elasticity of the fiber. 


The moss when first gathered 
is 


greenish-gray. Wh«n killed by frost 
or lack of proper sustenance, it is easily 
distinguished from the live moss. 
It 


turns gray, and if bitten feels soft, 
while the live moss "crunches" 
be- 


tween the teeth. But the outer cover- 
ing will remain on either the dead or 
fresh moss for months. If the moss, 
either alive or killed, is simply piled 
in heaps in a. moist place and covered 
with muck or sand it soon begins to 
ferment. The temperature of the In- 
terior of the heap rises to a point too 
hot for the hand ito bear, and, if not 
checked, It keeps heating till too hot 
to walk over. 
But this stage means 


damage to the interior hair and must 
be avoided. Properly conducted, the 
fermentation means the complete de- 
struction of the outer skin, and the 
moss is left duly "colored," I. e., show- 
ing the dark brown color of the hair. 


It reaches this stage in the hands ol 


the pickers, who then deliver it in 
loose wagon loads, like hay, to the gins. 
There are about fifty of these ginning 
establishments in the State--veiy sim- 
ple affairs. The building is con&truct- 
«3d as cheaply as possible, and, costing 
from $200 to $300, no insurance is ob- 
tainable. The floor is six feet from the 
ground and made of slats one and one- 
half inches apart, so that short fibers, 
sticks and dirt will siCt out. In the 
building is nothing but a cheap modifi- 
cation of a cotton gin—a cj Under two 
feet long and 
of the same, diameter, 


with t«o huh 
teeth 
which 
bent 


mobs against similar stationary teeth, 
taking out sticks and rubbing off most 
of the adhering remains of the outer 
covering of the moss. The machine is 
cheap and very inefficient. 
The result- 


ing moss is either "2 cent moss" or "3 
cent moss"—xnc price per pound after 
ginning—according to the care with 
which the picker delivered it. 
The writer was surprised to learn 


that this is the only preparation the 
moss receives. 
It is shipped in bales 


direct to the wholesaler, who generally 
distributes them unopened to the up- 
holsterers. 
The dead moss Is treated just as be- 


fore the freeze. 
Cut the outlook for 


the following year is bad. 
The crop 


will be small. 
Usually, where a tree 


has been picked clean, plenty of small 
bits are left, so that in a favorable lo- 
cality the tree will be full again in two 
or three years.

The course had been sprinkled with 


o'l prevous to the trial, to lay the dust 
as much as possible, and the boards for 
the entire length had been swept and 
repeatedly patrolled in guard ogainst 
anything being thrown on the track.
